Anyone who has ever at- 
tended a Rose-Hulman 
homecoming no doubt dis- 
covered that "Poly men” 
really know how to throw a 
party.

This, the Centennial year, 
rightfully promises to be 
the “granddaddy of ’em all.”

One such event whose success 
is dependent on public support 
will be the Rose Show scheduled 
Saturday. April 6. 

Recall the Rose Shows of the 
19305? Under the direction of 
senior Gary Moon, Granger.

through 1940. Those shows were 
an open house with as many as 
300 exhibits and projects by 
members of the student body 
and faculty which mirrored 
engineering and science.

that year, he was defeated for 
sheriff, at the first election. The 
county seat established at 
Roseville was three years later 
moved to Rockville. How much 
Mr. Rose was influenced by his 
defeat for sheriff and the mov- 
ing of the county seat (if at all) 
in his determination to leave 
Parke County and locate in 
Terre Haute, we cannot know.” 

Upon his return to Terre 
Haute. Mr. Rose embarked in 
mercantile trade. His establish- 
ment was at one time on the 
west side of Second Street, 
north of Ohio Street. About 1836 
he erected a building at the 
northwest corner of Ohio and 
Second Streets. 

In the 1830s Mr. Rose 
purchased 320 acres of land 
bounded by Seventh Street, 
Thirteenth Street, Poplar Street 
and Locust Street, at a cost 
slightly more than $10 per acre 
— $3,400. The gradual transfer 
of his farm land into city lots 
provided the first appreciable 
capital with which he was later 
to build a fortune. 

The largest sale of lamd came 
in 1847 to the Terre Haute and 
Richmond Railroad Company 
for $500 an acre. Although Rose

The Hulman gift was a new 
dimension in the interests of the 
Hulman family in Rose which 
dates to the turn of tne century. 
Our present 130-acre campus, 
formerly the Hulman farm, was 
given to the college by Herman 
and Anton Hulman, Mr. Hul- 
man's father and uncle, in 1917, 
allowing Rose to move frem its 
ten-acre campus in Terre 
Haute. More recently. the Hul- 
man family has been instrumen- 
tal in the construction of our 
student union building named in 
memory of Mr. Huiman's 
mother and father. Mr. Hul- 
man’s mother also was instru- 
mental in providing many of the 
valued furnishings in the east- 
wing of the Union. 

While the Hulmans preferred 
not to speak at the convocation, 
Hulman answered the inevitable 
question “Why Rose?" with one 
short statement during the 
press conference. 

"Ive loved Rose all my life, 
in fact, I've grown up under the 
influence of Rose. I've spent 
of my life trying to 
develop the Foundation so it 
would do some good and I feel 
that it can accomplish a lot at 
this institution."

During both World War I and 
World War II the then Rose 
Polytechnic Institute was called 
upon to broaden its educational 
mission to include specialized 
training for the armed forces. 

The uedication of the faculty 
was supreme and the Institute's 
record oi accomplishment at a 
time of need is indeed one of 
which it can be proud. 

The first call came in May 
1918, when the Committee on

Although early records are 
very sketchy, it appears that 
Rose played its first collegiate 
basketball game in 1891. Con 
tests between Rose teams and 
various "pick-up" teams from 
around the city were believed to 
have taken place before tha’ 
time. 

The first "memorable" Rose 
baskecball game took place dur- 


yn the 1904 season. In a game 


that newspapers around the 
state called “the battle of 
basketball," the Engineers lost 
a hard-fought 19-18 contest to 
Purdue. 

In 1906, Rose had its first win- 
ning season in basketball as the 
team posted a 9-6 record. The 
student publication, ‘‘ The 
Technic.’ noted that the most 
unusual game of the season was 
against Miami University of 
Ohio in a game played at, Ox- 
flori Ohio. 

It was unusual for a Rose 
athletic team to venture such a 
distance to play an athletic 
event: and. therefore, a strict 
travelung schedule that called 
fac Rose to catch an 8:15 p.m.
